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Continuation of 1 1 . 3. In response to applicant's arguments against the Ono references individually (i.e. there is no disclosure in Ono 
that the method/means for effecting the lower and higher transmission bands are used at the same time (page 1 1 in the remarks)), one 
cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In 
re Keller.
